in the preparation of woolen 
cloth. In the days when Wweav 
ing was done on a hand loom. 
the fuller was the man who 
fulled. or filled out the woven 


came to be known as fuller’s 
earth. This clay is merely a 
muddy mixture of some of the 
most common elements in the 
earth’s crust. 


More than 30 per cent of 
material. fuller’s earth is silica, a com- 
When taken from , the Pound of silicon and oxygen. 


It also contains aluminum and 
water. In color, fuller’s earth 
may be dirty white. tan, al. 
most.any shade of brown or 
sometimes. blue. This simple 
mixture has.a talent for puri 
fying dark oils, fats and 
grease. When it comes in con- | 
| tact with a. dirty, tacky ma- 
‘terial, it drinks up the dark 


sheep's back, wool is clammy 
and sticky with lanolin and 
other oils. Yarns made from 
this raw wool are tight and

Fine Arts Centre Could Make City Magnet to World — 


A leng-range vision of Victorig/as “a world 
~centre- of-the -arts,_seienees—and<fumanities” was 
projected to Victoria Rotarians Thursday by sym- 
phony conductor Hans Gruber. 

Mr. Gruber prefaced his remarks ‘by saying 
that he was speaking “not as a stranger, but-as a 
man who has adopted Victoria, married a Victoria 
girl, fathered two children, and-could now view the 
scene from a contented middle age.” 

(Mr. Gruber is 34.) 

These, the speaker said? should be the ‘long- 
range goals of a city “whose economic lifeline does 
not depend on heavy industry, and will always be 
essentially a city of visitors and of residences”: 

1. We nrust develop. “the finest university of 
its kind in Canada, and raise the funds for the de- 
velopment which jt now asks.” 


2. “Our fine art gallery must be expanded until 
it ig the very.best of its type in the country.’ 

3. We must establish a repretory theatre, with 
“live” productions..  * 

4, We must build “a unique auditorium suited 
to our special geographic setting . .. with one entire 
wall of glass facing the sea... where’ we can listen 
to the eternal masterworks. 

We must create “the finest sy ean or- 
chestra in the country, perhaps on the continent.”
